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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects 
for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 1, 59, 61-64 and 72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Roth (6,096,175). Roth shows a micro-porous mesh structure for 
supporting a wall of a body passage comprising a non-polymeric, non-silicone (column 
4, lines 18-20) generally tubular body 1 having a contracted condition and biased to an 
enlarged condition (column 4, lines 22-24). The body includes a plurality of openings 
defining a micro-porous mesh pattern therein (column 3, last two lines). As to claims 
59, 62-64, note column 4, lines 34+. As to claim 61, note column 4, line 24. As to claim 
72, note the dimensions disclosed in column 3, line 30. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claim 60 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Roth 
(6,096,175) in view of Pinchuk (4,657,544). The openings of Roth are disclosed as 
having a maximum dimension over 0.16 inch (column 4, line 55). Pinchuck discloses 
that pore size for a cardiovascular prosthesis should not be more than 200 microns to 
ensure tissue growth (column 2, lines 37-38). It would have been obvious to form the 
pores of Roth with a maximum dimension of not more than 0.16 inch (400 microns), in 
view of Pinchuk, in order to ensure tissue growth. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 65-71 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
